This 1s, perhaps, about as good an argu- 
ment as can be made against the state 
bank system; but need they be “* wild- 
cat’ banks? The national bank notes 
are secured, Can there be no legisia- 
tion to secure the holders of 
issues of state banks? The

this is a mistake. We desire to see the 
greenback theories carried outin all 
their perfection ; we desire to see green- 
backs substituted for national bank is- 
sues and the bonds paid in greerbacks 
as fast as they falldue; and then,-in 
addition thereto, asa local circulating 
medium we desire to see the state 
banks re-established. In other words 
we want a shirt as well as an overcoat. 
It does not follow that because there 
were wild-cat banks before the war that 
tho s;atem itself is wrang, or that there 
need be wild-cat banks hereafter. Leg- 
islationcan perfect the system. But in 
the meantime, let us have the green- 
backs. 


A NEW CANDIDATE FOR CONGRESS. 
The Phonograph, the greenback or- 
gin here, says it is a settled fact that 
Judge Daniel Pittman will be nomina- 
ted for congress by the greenback con- 
vention which assembles in Griffin on 
the 10.h. So we had supposed. But 
why Judge Pittman should willingly 
put himself up to be slaughtered in 
this fashion is a mystery to us. He 
knows, and those that co-operate with 
him know, that there can be no green- 
back party in Georgia outside of the 
democracy. That. organization is 
pledged to carry out all the sane finan- 
cial legislation contemplated by the 
theories of the soft money men, and 
any attempt to form a new party will 
have merely the scope and culmination 
of a broadly ridiculous farce.
